I did my graduate work at Oxford (Balliol College), 
was a Woodrow Wilson Fellow and a Fulbright scholar, and 
received the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. My graduate field 
was political theory and I wrote my diaertation on "Thomas Hobbes' 
Concept of Sovereignty".
